1 . The information disclosure statement filed fails to comply with the provisions of 37 CFR 
1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because every cited reference CI -CI 1 lacked required dates on form 
1449; while references C4 and C10-C1 1 contained text which due to copying and size of print 
were illegible and, references C2 and C5 did not have pages 65-69 provided. Provided pages for 
reference cited to Grossman (C2) did not include pages 65-69, but rather pages 3 and 25-33 were 
provided so it is unclear from record as to whether the Office has the correct pages for review or 
whether the form is in error. Provided pages for reference cited to Provost (C5) did not include 
pages 65-69, but pages 88-93 and 146-149 were provided so it is unclear from record as to 
whether the Office has the correct pages for review or whether the form is in error. It is noted 
that references CI, C3, C6-C9 were considered; however, due to cited discrepancies references 
C2, C4-C5 and C10-C1 1 were not considered. It has been placed in the file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been further considered. Applicant is advised that the date of any 
re-submission of any item of information contained in this information disclosure statement or the 
submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of submission for purposes of determining 
compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing the statement, including all 
certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1 .97(e).
